The above $1.00 Silver Certificate photos show an error in having an 
excess corner end. A minor, but interesting variety, this came about during the 
trimming process. A number of other varieties similar to this are, crease folds 
and extended corners. If there is a crease or fold in the sheet or bill, which is 
passed unoticed through the press, the result will show by pulling out the ends 
like an accordian, a white blank space margin from 4" or more will show. Note 
the sequence numbers. Evidently these two bills are from different sheets.

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CANADIAN QUARTERS 
By Starr Gilmore 

According to the logic of the decimal system, a 20 cent piece is in 
order and the Province of Canada had 750,000 of such coins minted in 
1858. But Canada soon decided that such a coin was not practical and 
it had only a single year of issue. We had no such piece in the year given 
and Canada was somewhat influenced by our example. 

We waited until 1875 before trying the same thing and it was speed- 
ily discovered that they were highly unpopular and impractical since 
they were naturally confused with the 25 cent pieces. Further, there 
never was any good reason for putting them out. 

On the other hand, Newfoundland was fairly well satisfied with 
such coins for she began to use them in 1865 and did not abandon them 
until 1912. So she followed neither the example of Canada or the United 
States. 

With 1870, Canada began her 25 cent series which has continued 
until the present time. A good number of the quarters were struck by 
the Heaton Mint, the last of them in 1902. In practically all instances, 
years which saw coins struck in Birmingham saw none struck by the 
Royal Mint. 

In 1920 the millesimal fineness of Canadian coinage was changed 
from the 925 standard of England to 800 and other changes in her coins 
effected at about the same time; for example, the change in the size of 
the cent. The statement which covers this situation occurs in th 1937 
Mint Report. In fineness generally, the quarters rank third of the four 
silver denominations and have never led the list. 

As far as the designs of the quarters is concerned, all that has 
been previously stated about the dimes and halves applies equally to 
these coins, The familiar maple wreath design began therefore with 
1870 and continued until 1936. 

Most of the maple wreath quarter issues are fairly small and the 
smallest is the one of 1889, only 66,340 being minted in that year. The 
most expensive is the “H” of 1875 which begins at $45 and ends at $400. 
Although 1,000,000 were minted, the vast majority have gone by the way 
and are not to be had. The best known variant of the series is the well 
known 1936 “Dot” and it is possible to possess this piece at something 
like a reasonable price since it begins at $3.50 and reaches $75. 

It is perfectly within the realm of possibility to have a complete 
set of the quarters, but if wanted in fine or uncirculated they are cer- 
tain to be expensive. A collector can put together a beautiful type set 
for only a moderate sum. 

Caribou quarters began with 1937 and the reverse of this coin was 
executed by Emanuel Hahn. His signature appears as a very small “H” 
at the bottom of the piece on the left hand side. The obverse side is the 
work of Henry Paget. 

An excellent choice was made in the new design because the cari- 
bou is typical of the bleak and barren lands of upper Canada. Although 
there is actually some difference, the caribou tis so closely related to the 
reindeer as to make the difference almost purely a technical one. And 
as might be supposed, the term is Algonquin in origin. 

Canadian Government officials are greatly concerned over the fu- 
ture of the caribou and there is grave danger that it will become an 
extinct species. The total number of caribous has been reduced to 
about 200,000 and one fatal year, 1958, saw tthe loss of three-quarters 
of the calves, a loss occasioned by untimely June blizzards. And if the 
caribou does perish, then also will perish about 19,000 Indians and Eski- 
maux who absolutely depend upon tthe animal for a living. And where- 
as we did manage to save the buffalo whose likeness is on some of our 
nickels, Canada will be in the melancholy situation of having an animal 
symbol on her coins which no longer exists. It is to be hoped that 
such a (thing will not happen, but the future is not very promising. 

Trouble was experienced with the obverse of the coin in 1953 be- 
cause the effigy of Queen Elizabeth was slightly higher in relief than 
was the one of her father, King George VI. After difficulty of no in- 
considerable sort, the desired change was effected, but not before a 
number of “No Strap” quarters were put out, some of them proof-like. 
In fact, entire proof-like sets show tthe variation although tthey are not 
numerous. And also, the first quarters of the 1953 issue are wire edge. 

Dies for the quarter of the year given were increased iin diameter 
from 912 to 923 to allow for the new flat edge and the diameter of the 
finished coin went from 930 to 940. Greater die life has resulted from 
the use of the flat edge variety and all silver coins from this time on 
are of this type. 

A further point to be noted is the fact that the quarters with the 
wire edge have a large date; tthose with the flat edge, a smaller one. 
It is impossible to give any figures as ito difference in number of the 
two varieties. 

Although the 1948 quarter has the small mintage figure of 2,564,424 
it is fairly easy to find in circulation and I have myself found three of 
them and very recently noted a fourth. One reason for this situation 
lies partly in the fact that a great many people pay very little attention 
to coins of this denomination. The 1948 quarters begin at 75 cents and 
end at $4 in brilliant uncirculated. In proof-like condition, they would 
be worth twice as much again, but of course nobody sells them of this 
sort except as pant of a proof-like set. 

Master dies for the caribou quarter were made in the Paris Mint 
and the same agency also made the dies for the dime and the cent. 
The Royal Mint executed the dies for the dollar and tthe 50 cent piece.

MORE ABOUT 
BRONZE CENTS 


By Elmer R. Kirk 
Felicitations to the COIN NEWS for their 
help in promoting added interest in Mint 
Error coins. Also congratulations to Starr 
Gilmore on his recent article, Bronze 
1943 cents. 
Brass planchet cents, sometimes called 
bronze, fall easily into the category of 
“Wrong’’ planchets as outlined by our 
National Collectors of Mint Errors club. 
They are struck on wrong metal plan- 
chets. 
The years for “known” brass planchet 
Lincoln cents are 1917-P, 19-P, 20-P, 40-P, 
41-P, 41-S and 44-P mints. The usual re- 
tail price of genuine brass planchet Lin- 
coln cents is about $35 each and up, 
according to grade and scarcity in the 
year minted, 
The reason for this type of error coin is 
very simple. Our U. S. mints strike coins 
for other countries, especially South 
American. Many of these countries use 
brass planchets the size of our Lincoln 
cents—and you can take it from there. 
Wrong planchets get inadvertently mixed 
and out comes a Lincoln cent struck on a 
foreign brass planchet. It is as simple 
as that! 
Most collectors keep a genuine ‘/blank’’ 
brass planchet on hand for comparison 
when searching for Lincoln cents. How- 
ever, if you have no blank around, the 
edge of the suspected coin can be filed 
or scraped. If the filed part shows a 
“pinkish’’ copper glow it is not authentic. 
If in doubt, have it appraised by an ex- 
pert or analyzed by a commercial labor- 
atory.

Chiefly, how- 
ever, I suspect that the market 
price has risen after the advertiser 
has placed his ad, and there being 
quite a time lapse, it is quite con- 
ceivable that there could be a rise 
in prices. Hence a “Sold Out” sign. 
This is all quite possible and it 
does happen, but I suspect that 
there are some who are not “sold 
out” and are reluctant to let the 
merchandise go at their original 
idvertised price. In my opinion 
his is not an ethical practice, and 
{am sure you agree. I am not say- 
ing that this is always the case, but 
it has happened to me so many 
times that Iam getting a little pro- 
voked about it, and perhaps a word 
(via your publication) regarding 
such practices would help. 

I am sure that the bulk of the 
coin dealers are very honest and 
ethical in their business dealings. 
However, it takes only a few to 
spoil it.

CARSON CITY DOLLARS 
By Starr Gilmore 


More than a few collectors cherish the magic ot Gee ona silver 
dollar and they have good reason for ‘so doing. However, it is to be 
doubted that all collectors realize the full significance of this particular 
cites A recently issued United States post- 
age stamp celebrates the Silver Cen- 
tennial of 1859-1959 and thereby cele- 
brates the Comstock Lode. The stamp 
is of particular interest because it shows 
the inspired Henry Comstock and two 
Irishmen, Peter O’ Riley and Patrick 
McLaughlin, in a very interesting mo- 
ment of our history. The gold out- 
cropping discovered by the Irishmen 
later became famous as the Ophir mine and Comstock was not slow 
about putting in a claim of prior rights which certainly would have 
stood no very close investigation. Nevertheless, his dubious claim was 
accorded recognition. 


Very little good is reputed to Comstock. He was a master of bluster 
and braggadocio and had about as many friends as a buzzard. He even- 
tually sold his claims for $11,00 and ended his sorry life in Butte, Mon- 
tana, as a penniless suicide. Somewhat more fortunate, the Irishmen 
received $43,500 for their rights although they also lost their money 
quite as rapidly as Comstock. Discovery of the Comstock Lode is usual- 
ly given as June 12, 1859, although it was known before then. 


Although set up in 1867, the Carson City Mint began actual work 
in 1870 with the minting of 12,462 silver dollars. It certainly made good 
sense to establish a mint as close as possible to the Comstock Lode even 
though things never worked out as must originally have been intended. 
For one thing, the Carson City Mint operated more or less in an eco- 
nomic vacuum and had further to compete with the San Francisco Mint. 
This situation is best understood when the activity of the two Mints is 
compared. 


During the 1870-1873 period, 
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the Carson City Mint was responsible 
for the coinage of 19,288 dollars. For the 1878-1893 period, a total of 


13,962,041 dollars were minted. Virginia City made liberal use of the 
coins, but her population of 25,000 hardly called for any very great 
number. Nor did the addition of Carson City and a few other small 
places help out in any measurable degree, 


For the 1870-1873 period, the San Francisco Mint turned out 9.700 
dollars, and during 1878-1893. a total of 79,445,373 dollars. With regard 
to population, San Francisco was able to boast a quarter million, and 
this says nothing about the rest of California,

Our greatest silver dollar mintage, that of 1921, saw 87,736,473 of 
these coins put out. Compared to this single year, the entire mintage of 
the Carson City Mint is but miniscule and the dollars derived from this 
source deserve far more honor than they have been given. And although 
I have been at some pains to point out a few things in their background, 
I am yet well aware that much more could be said. And it is no part 


of my belief that they will fail of greater interest in the numismatic 
future. 


Just before the Carson City Mint finally closed, 1a most fascinating 
scandal arose, a scandal that was never really solved and never will be. 


The episode began in 1892, and though too long to give in detail, some 
of it can be related. 


It was charged by the Government that silver bullion worth 60 cents 
an ounce was taken from the Mexican mill at Empire, was brought to 
the Mint at night, and then coined into dollars worth $1.35 an ounce, 
Further, it was charged that these dollars went through the Bullion & 


Exchange Bank, then made their way to the State Treasury, and were 
then exchanged for gold coin. 


When William Westerfield was elected State Treasurer he found 
$80,000 in new silver dollars of the date of the previous year in his 
keeping. Since the Carson City Mint had coined no money in the pre- 
vious year he thought the situation peculiar. Although the defendants 
alleged these dollars to be tax payments, a check of the books showed 
only $15,000. Two persons of critical importance in the affair were 
either killed or committed Suicide and could not be questioned. And 
as it finally turned out, the Government never investigated the dollars 
which were not Officially colined.

PAPER MONEY ROUND-UP 
A Favorite “Uncut Sheet” 


By Harold Don Allen 


Perhaps, like me, you are in this hobby for plain enjoyment, and 
for the great deal of intangible satisfaction it can bring. There are more 
of us, I think, than most “investment counsellors” would suspect. If so, 
and if you are wondering just what numismatic areas can give you the 
greatest dividends in pride of ownership for a relatively modest invest- 
ment, I can suggest several. The most eye-catching, I think you will 
agree, is the uncut sheet of “broken bank notes,” a fine display for 
the den wall which need cost a few dollars at most. 


The uncut sheet, normally an unsigned “leftover” in the wake of 
bank failure, is an attractive document. Most notes of the nineteenth 
century were printed in sheets of four, one note beneath the other, and 
the four notes may have been of the same or of different denominations. 
Our illustration is one which never fails to attract attention, a small 
sheet of splendid stee] engraving, having two notes of such high de- 
nominations that it was unusual to find them being produced for 


Since note circulation was restricted, and tied to bank reserves and 
other such factors, most banks would have preferred to circulate 100 
fives rather than a Single five hundred dollar bill. (It is interesting to 
compare how, when Canadian chartered bank circulation was sharply 
curtailed after 1935, the higher values were the first to disappear.)

During the Civil War Fitzhugh Lee was 
Commander of the Confederate Calvary, distinguishing himself in the battles of Winchester and Chancel- 
lorsville. Lee was the nephew of the famed Robert E. Lee. After the war he became Governor of Virginia, 
and then Military Governor of Havana during the Spanish-American War. Lee was also the author of a 
biography of his uncle in 1894, “General Lee.” This rare and historical letter signed by Fitzhugh Lee
